Another Big Offensive Is Begun 
In Departments of the Aine and ° 
_ Marne; Heavy Rain on British Front 


Battle Took Place Between Soissons and Rheims, and Over 
Distance of 181 Miles, From Soissons to Craonne, En- 
‘tre German First Line Positions Fell Into Hands of 
General Nivelle’s Forces 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
PARIS, April 16.—The Freneh began an attack this morning 


after several days’ artillery preparation, between Soissons and 
Rheims. Several German lines were carried and more than 10,000 
Germans were taken prisoner. The official announcement of this 


success issued by the war office tonight deseribes the fighting as being 
of the utmost violence. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Between St. Quentin and the Oise, artillery fighting continued 
throughout the day. South of the Oise we made new progress on 
the plateau east of the line of Barisis-Quency Basse. 

** Between Soissons and Rheims, after artillery preparation which 
lasted several days, we attacked this morning the German lines along 
an extent of about 40 kilometres (25 miles). A desperate battle was 
fought along the whole front, where the enemy had grouped very 
important forces and numerous artillery. Everywhere the valor of 
our troops overcame the energetic defénse of our adversary. 

3etween Soissons and Craonne the whole German first position 
fell into our power. East of Craonne our troops occupied the enemy’s 
second position south of Juvincourt. Further to the south we carried 
our line as far as the outskirts of Bermericourt and up to the Aisne 
Canal at Loivre and Courey. 

** Violent counter-attacks launched several times north of Vile- 
AwBois were broken down by our fire, with considerable losses to 
the enemy. 

‘The number of prisoners made by us up to the present exceeds 
10,000, Likewise we captured import and material which has not 
yet been inventoried, 

‘In Champagne, artillery fighting continued actively during the 
day on the various sectors. The cannonade was intermittent on the 
rest of the front.”’ 

GERMAN STORY OF ATTACK. 

BERLIN, April 16, via London.—*‘ On the Aisne,”’ 
statement issued this evening, ‘‘A great French attempt to break 
through, with a far distant object, has commenced, after ten days 
mass fire. A bitter fight is proceeding on a forty kilometre front 
around our foremost positions.”’

First Six Months in Operation Has Resulted in Big Financial Turn- 
over—One of Outstanding Features Has Been Dis- 
tribution of Stock and Feeders 


A summing up of the volume of 
business done by the Edmonton stock- 
yards during the six months ending 
March 3ist shows in a striking man- 
ner what an important part the new 
yards have played in the livestock in- 
dustry of the province since their 
opening last fall. 

The total head of cattle calves, hogs, 
sheep and horses handled through the 
yards amounts to 26,940, while the 
money involved in the transactions 
has been approximately $1,135,000, a 
sum that has been distributed through

The monopolist who exacts un- 
reasonable prices from the Cana- 
dian public for necessaries of life 
just because war conditions enable 
him to do so is just as effectively a 
traitor as the munition maker 
who robs the Government in a 
deal for war supplies. It amounts 
to the same thing—the weakening 
of national strength at a time 
when to weaken it is a crime. The 
food profiteer deserves the same 
punishment as the munitions pro- 
fiteer—and both of them deserve 
a good deal more than they seem 
at all likely to get. 

The sacrifice necessary to save 
the nation should be distributed 
as equally as possible among the 
people. If the farmer is under 
patriotic compunction to accept a 
fixed price for his grain, every- 
body else must be under similar 
obligation to accept a fixed price 
for his services or goods. To de 
mand that the farmer agree to 
produce grain at a fixed price, and 
at the same time to leave muni- 
tions profiteers and price-boosters 
fre to plunder both the Govern 
ment and the publie, is neither jus 
tice nor common sense. Yet be- 
cause the western farmers’ or- 
ganizations refused to fall in with 
this sort of scheme they are de- 
nounced for want of patriotism! 

Canada is importing more cash 
for war orders than Canadians 
ever dreamed of being able to im- 
port until the need of war = sup- 
plies, and of food supplies at war 
prices, started the nations of 
Europe bidding frantically for 
everything we have to sell at al- 
most any price we see fit to charge 
for it. Simultaneously Canada is 
piling up a war debt which future 
generations will have to help pay. 
When the cost of the war stops, 
the inflow of money from war 
orders will also stop. The larger 
the proportion of the present in- 
flow of war money that is gather 
ed into the public treasury and 
used to meet the cost of the war, 
the smaller the proportion of that 
cost we and those who come after 
us will have to mect Out of hard- 
earned savings in the days when 
prices are once more at normal 
and when Canadian producers 
have to compete with the produe- 
ers of all nations in the markets of 
the world. Canada’s taxation 
system should be so devised as to 
turn into the country’s war chest 
the ‘unearned incremeut”? of cash 
that is being paid for Canadian 
supplies over and above the in- 
creased cost of producing them. 
Else we are creating a condition 
of temporary prosperity at the 
price of future adversity, and en 
riching the few now by imposing 
unjust and unnecessary burdens 
upon the many for the future,

FARMS FOR FIGHTERS. 


In the past the périv@s following 
reat wars have frequently been char- 
acterized by a glutting of the labo: 
market, with a consequent reduction 
in wages, widespread unemployment, 
riots and labor troubles, or by «a per- 
iod of overproduction followed by in- 
dustrial stagnation and panics. The 
Allied governments are already plan- 
ning ways and means to make the 
transition from war to peace compar- 
atively painless, Many industries 
which flourished before the war, es- 
pecially those having to do with the 
production of luxuries, have been 
wiped out or greatly diminished, and 
when the war is over many of the 
men who were employed in such in- 
Custries will be without a trade. The 
great majority of the soldiers will 
return to their homes penniless, and 
without the means for making a fresh 
start. The immediate absorption of 
all of these men into home industries 
wilbalmost certainly prove impossible. 
To avert the grave disturbances which 
might follow, the British govern- | 
ment, and, to u lesser extent, the | 
French and Italian governments, plain j 
to give these men a new start in lite | 
in their overseas dominions and *| 


onies, Canada, Australia, South At- 
rica, and the African colonies of 
France und Italy, can provide for 
Vast numbers of settlers with benefit 
to themselves Lord Shaughnessy, 
head of the Canadian Pacific, has 
offered to provide a thousand ready- 
made farms in Western Canada, and 
it is expected that thousands of other 
Canadian veterans will be provided 
With means to establish themselves on 
farms in the wescerr provinces. Aus- 
tratia is also planning not only to 
look after her own warriors, but also 
to encourage the settlement in Aus- 
tralia of large numbers of the soldiers 
of the Allied nations. The conquered 
colonies of Germany in Africa will 
offer opportunities for many men to 
tind profitable employment in farm- 
ing, stock raising and mining. The 
“back to the land’ movement will 
coubtiess make a strong appeal to gol- 
diers, for the life of the trenches haus 
wholly unfitted large numbers of men 
for their tormer sedentary and coop 
ed-up occupations.

THE MACKAYS. 
Clarence Hungerford Mackay, head 


of the Commercial Cable Company, 
and the Postal Telegraph Company, 
was born in San Francisco forty-three 
years ago today. He is the only son 
the late John William Mackay, 
who joined with James Gordon Ben- 
nett, the publisher of the New York 
Herald, in founding the great corpor- 
utions whose wires now spread over 
America and eonnect the New World 
With the Old. The elder Mackay, who 
died in 1962, was a native of Dublin, 
but came to America in his youth, and 
became a miner in California and Ne- 
vada, He was one of the discoverers 
of the famous Bonanza mines of the 
Comstock lode, and this find made him 
immensely rich. 

Clarence H, Mackay was educated in 
France and England, and in 1894 en- 
tered his father’s office. He was made 
first vice-president of the cable and 
telegraph companies in 1897, and 
succeeded to the presidency on the 
death of his father. In his youth he 
was an enthusiastic sportsman and 
hlete, and later owned a famous 
stable of thoroughbreds, 

In 1898 Mr. Mackay married Miss 
Katherine Duer, of an old Knicker- 
bocker family. After many years of 
apparently happy married life, dur- 
ing which three children were born, 
they separated in 191%, and the fol- 
lowing year they were divorced by a 
French court, each charging the other 
with desertion. The crisis in their 
affairs was hastened by a suit brought 
by Mrs. Joseph A. Blake, wife of the 
prominent surgeon, who asked for $1,- 
600,000 from Mrs. Mackay, alleging

; the alienation of Dr. Blake's affections. 


After the granting of the divorce, 
Mrs. Mackay became the wife of Dr. 
Blake, who has been in charge of a 
military hospital in France for some 
time. 


t Today We Celebrate Th 


Next to the du Ponts, the most ae 
tinguished of Delaware families, is 
that now represented in the United 
States by Willard Saulsbury. The 
Delaware Solon, who will celebrate 
today his fifty-sixth birthday, is the 
son of Willard Saulsbury, who served 
in Uncle Sam's Senate during the civil 
war, and for years before and after 
that struggle. He is also the nephew 
of the Hon. Eli Saulsbury, long u 
member of the Upper House. An- 
other uncle of the Hon. Grove Sauls 
bury, who was governor of Delaware 
from 1867 to 1871, The present re- 
presentative of the clan in the Senate 
is one of the leading members of that 
body, He has been a strong advocate 
of a vigorous war against Germany, 
declaring that the struggle of the Al- 
lies is that of democracy ugainst au- 
tocracy, 

When the present Willard Saulsbury 
was born on April 17, 1861, at George- 
town, Del, his father, bearing the 
same name, Was wearing the toga 
The first Willard Saulsbury served as 
attorney-general of Delaware in the 
fifties, aid was elected to the United 
Mates Senate in 1858, He served in 
that body until 1871, and was @ can- 
didate for a third term, but was op- 
posed by his brother, Grove Saulsbury, 
who considered that it was his turn 
to uphold the family honors in the 
Senate. Each of the brothers had 
many supporters, and the State Leg- 
islature Was deadlocked for some 
time, At this juncture, another 
brother, Hl Saulsbury, entered the 
race us a dark horse, ahd the Legis- 
lature compromised by choosing him. 
Ki served from 1871 to 1889. 

The present Senator Saulsbury was 
educated at the University of Virginia, 
and in 1882 was admitted to the bar 
becoming one of the leading lawyers 
ot Wilmington.
